The voting was done un- 
usually early, especially on the part of the Re-

THE SILVER nda & es IN INDIA. 
The money of India & exclusively silver. 
There is no provision fof coining gold at the 
Government mints, and India is the great 
outlet for silver bullion, which is exported. 
there in exchange for commodities. The 
decline in the relative value of silver since it 
was demonetized in Germany has been seri- 
ously felt in India, and recently there has 
been a discussion as to the advisability of 
limiting the coinage of rupees. The prac- 
tice is to take the bullion at the mints and 
give silver rupees of equal weight and value 
in retarn, or Government notes which can 
be exchanged for rupees, thus making no 
charge for the coinage and maintaining an 
equal value of silver coin, silver bullion, and 
the Government notes. The Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce recently suggested that the 
coinage of silver should be suspended and 
no further notes issued in exchange for 
silver bullion. The effectof this would be 
to place an artificial premium og the silver 
coin and notes over the bullion, and to add 
another depression to the value of silver in 
the markets of the world. The Governor- 
General of India (Lord Lrrrox) and his 
Council have rejected this proposition, and 
also a proposition for the coinage of gold, 
which would introduce the bimetallic sys- 
tem, and agreed to retain the old system for 


the t. 

3 both for the 
interests of India and the commercial inter- 
ests of the world. Merely to replace a re- 
striction upon the coinage of silver and the 
issue of coin notes in exchange for silver 
bullion, without providing for the intro- 
duction of gold coinage, would be an artificial 
contraction of currency that could not 
fail to have a depressing effect on the 
trade of India, and might easily result in a 
financial panic. India would in this way 
shut itself out from a large part of the trade 
that now goes to it, since the exportation of 
silver bullion to that country would be 
checked. At the same time, the closing of 
this market against silver bullion, of which 
it is one of the largest consumers, would 
further increase the silver panic throughout 
the world and hasten the universal demone- 
tization of silver. It would result in large 
and serious losses, and the desirability of 
universally demonetizing silver has been by 
no means demonstrated as yet. The ten- 
dency of silver value has been upward 
for several months; the product of the 
American has not been so large 
as had been Anticipated; the substitu- 
tion of silver coiff for fiactional notes 
in the United States has created a new, 
though not very large demand; and the 
strong probability that silver will be restored 
as part of the national money in this coun- 
try has arrested the panic that had set in. 
Though silver is still about 12 per cent below 
the relative value which it held so long, 
there is a variety of causes which may ope- 
rate to restore the equilibrium of gold and 
silver. India, considering its own interests, 
can better afford to sustain the present loss 
of exchange on remittances to Europe than 
place a formidable barrier on its European 
trade and risk the evils of an artificially-con- 
tracted currency. And the rest of the world 
may congratulate itself that the value of sil- 
ver is not at once to suffer another shock 
much greater and more serious than was that 
felt by the German demonetization. 

THE CUBAN CIVIL WAR. 

We have all been so much engrossed in 
our political affairs for many months as al- 
most to ignore those events of the outside 
world in which at any other time there 
would be a keen American interest. Among 
these is the recent determination of Spain to 
put a summary check upon the Cuban in- 
surgents, if possible. Spain is in a bad way 
financially. Besides the enormous bonded 
debt with which the Government is loaded, 
the church salaries are about $35,000,000 in 
arrears, and the civil list $30,000,009 more 
behind. Spain has no other resource than 
Cuba from which to meet these immediate 
demands, and, as a preliminary to squeezing 
the rich Cuban orange dryer than ever; it is 
necessary to make greater headway against the 
insurgents on the island. To this end it 
has been determined to send 50,000. more 
troops to reinforce the 100,000 already on 
the island. About 14,000 of the new troops 
are already under way, and they are selected 
by lot from the Spanish army, thus securing 
a class of men greatly superior to the de- 
praved Volunteers who constitute the ma- 
jority of the Spanish force in Cuba. Jo- 
Aan has been recalled from the Cap- 
taincy-General, and Gen. Marrivez Cax- 
pos has been assigned to the chief command 
of the island. Gen. Campos is known in

cruel campaign against the Patriots struggling 
for Cuba Libre.” He may find, however, 
that what was practicable in Catalonia will 
not be possible in Cuba. His new army will! 
have the same deadly effects of the climate

Civilized mankind is largely in debt. One 
of the great items of taxation upon labor, 
and skill, and thrift is to pay interest upon 
what Go have borrowed, and ex- 
pended, and mostly wasted. The public 
debt of civilized nations is not only great, 
but is growing, and is comparatively modern. 
It may be said to largely represent the cost 
of war. Money is now as indispensable in 
war asare armies and navies. These are 
now created and maintained by money, and 
the money is obtained by borrowing. The 
Westminster Review, in a late number, com- 
piles a statement of the public debts as they 
have stood at several periods since 1715. At 
that time the aggregate debt ofethe world 
was £300,000,000, or $1,500,000,000; or 
about three-fourths of the present debt of 
the United States: Now these debts reach 
the enormous sum of $23,885,000,000, the 
annual interest on which, computing at an 
average rate of 6 per cent, is $1,431,000, 000.

With this enormous mortgage. upon the 
accumulations of labor, and this enormous 
tax upon its annual product to pay interest, 
it would.seem that the Governments of 
civilized nations would be slow to encourage 
or even engage in ‘‘a general war,” or war 
of any kind. Fortunately, a great many of 
the States on the American Continent have 
reached the limit of their credit, and, while 
they cannot borrow any more, they are as 
helpless to pay. The most belligerent States 
in Europe are, however, those most heavily 
in debt,—Russia and-Turkey,—and both are 
preparing for a struggle which is to result in 
the dismemberment of the Turkish Empire 
and its exclusion from Europe, or in such a 
weakening and impoverishment of Russia as 
to cripple her for half a centary. The Turk 
is now insolvent, and Russia is but little 
better, and yet they are verging on a war 
which will, however it results, leavp both 
States helplessly and hopelessl 
with debt. ' 1 

This array of debts—n 
thousand millions of dollars—mainly repre- 
sents the cost of past wars,—the amount of 
money wasted in the work of destruction,— 
and it seems to be increasing. On a large 
amount of this debt the debtors have stopped 
paying interest from inability to do so, In 
this list of debts are also included, besides 
the Governmental debts, such as are due by 
municipalities and minor Governments. Upon 
the increase of these the people have it in 
their power to put a veto, and this veto 
should be applied in all cases, without excep- 
tion. z

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ENGLAND AND CONSTANTINOPLE. 

It has hitherto been supposed that Con- 
stantinople was the key to the Eastern ques- 
tion, and that the Power into whose hands 
it shall ultimately fall would control the 
route to India. The English jealousy of 
Russian aggressiveness has always been at- 
tributed to the fear that sooner or later Con- 
stantinople would be seized by Russia. In 
every discussion of the Eastern question, and 
of the relations between Servia and Turkey 
as ultimately affecting this question, this 
element has been taken into consideration, 
and the probability of war between Russia 
and England, not only in the immediate 
present but in the future, has been predicate 
upon the Russian possession of the Turkish 
Capital. The argument hitherto has been 
that if Russia should seizs Constantinople, 
she would be able to shut up the Black Sea, 
intercept the Anglo-Indian trade by the Suez 
Canal, and finally conquer Indig and threaten 
the English upon the Persian Gulf. | 

It willoccasion great surprise among all 
those who have given this question any 
thought, that there isa changé of feeling 
among the English people rapidly taking 
place, and that they are beginning to doubt 
whether the Russian possession: of Constan- 
tinople is of so much value after all, or in 
any event of sufficient consequence to be 
considered as a cause of war. A recent arti-

It would be only a fleet, wherever it was, 
would be no whit fitter for battle because prepared 
in Constantinople than if prepared in Sebasto- 
pol or Cronstadt. If, indeed, we could imagine’ 
that the mere possession of Constantinopie would 
make Russia the first of maritime Powers, then, 
indeed, we should be in danger as serious as if we 
had lost the command of the seas; but except po- 
sition, what would Constantinople give her, in 
men, or materiel, or means generally for the 
maintenance of & great fleet, that she does not 
already possess ? There would be, in fact, another 
fleet in the Mediterranean besides the French, 
Spanish, Italian, and Austrian, and that would be 
all. That is not an acceptable result to a Power 
like Great Britain, but it is not a result so danger- 
ous that all other considerations should be post- 
poned to it; while it is a result which will happen 
whenever Russia obtains the free water-way which 
she can never cease to seek, and to which, by every 
rule of justice, she has for a century been en- 
titled. 


The last argument, that Russia intends 
to conquer India, and, fighting her way to 
Bagdad, threaten the English upon the Per- 
sian Gulf, is plumply met by the Spectator 
with the answer that the Russian object is 
not India at all. It says: We do not be- 
lieve that the Russian object in Asia is India, 
holding that her conquests, so far as they are 
not fortuitous, like many of our own con- 
quests in India, are intended rather to en- 
able her to attack Persia, and through Persia, 
Turkey, from behind; but accepting the idea 
that she desires to reign in India, how does 
the possession of Constantinople advance her 
end? She must move towards the Persian 
Gulf, and she would have to conquer a larger 
extent of territory and more numerous popu- 
lations than she has, as matters now stand.” 
The Spectator is evidently correct in. its as- 
sertion that India is not the end of Russian 
ambition. It is much more likely that the 
rich Empire of China is more attractive to 
Russian eyes than India, the possession of 
which would involve the longest, bloodiest, 
and most expensive war ever known in the 
history of the world.

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The water-famine so long predicted in New 
York City, and scouted by its people as a roor- 
back, has come upon them. The city has, as 
everybody who took the trouble to think about 
it foresaw, outgrown the Croton watert-supply. 
All summer the head was insufficient to supply 
residences in the more clevated portions of the 
city for more than a few hours out of the twen- 
ty-four. The rains that it was hopeil would 
swell the volume of the Croton River haven't 
come, and the reservoir is now drained so low 
that the Grand Jurors for the city and county 
have felt it their duty to urge the authorities 
to restrict the waste and use, even to the 
watering of the streets and its continuous flow 
in basins.” ey also call upon our fellow- 
citizens of all clasags, in their own defense, to 
arrest all unnecessary use of water, for, in the 
event of a fire occurring in a com- 
bustible quarter, their interests, in com- 
mon with all, would be jeopardized.” 
Upon the like grounds, the Police Board has is- 
sued strict orders to all roundsmen to exercise 
“a strict surveillance in their respective pre- 
cincts over the use of the Croton water, to stop 
sidewalk and street washing with hose; also, 
waste in stables, hotels, dining-rooms, saloons, 
water-closets, etc.; and to report promptly 
such persons as are wasteful or extravagant, 
that their supply may be cut off.“ Withal the 
supply is stall insufficient. It is, too, the opin- 
ion of many engineers that, in the four years 
which, according to the estimates, would be re- 
auired to tmild additional reservoirs, the popu- 
lation will have increased beyond the utmost 
supply that can be drawn from the Croton and 
its feeders. It will cost not less than $26,000,- 
000, according to the estimates, to increas®the 
reservoir-capacity. But, before entering upon 
it. the question occurs, Where can a new supply 
be drawn from?

Dastardly Attempt to Despoil 
the Lincoln Monument. 


Thieves Trying to Steal the Bones 
of the Martyr President. 


Warning Given, and Steps 
Taken to Arrest Them. 


Elmer Washburn and His Assist- 
ants Waiting in the Dark. 


The Robbers Interrupted by Acci- 
dent, and Contrive to Es- 


cape. 


Special Dispetch to The Tribune. 

SpRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 7.—An attempt was 
made this evening to perpetrate onc of the 
most infafaous Outrages which the mind of 
man can conceive of—that of stealing the bones 
aud ashes of Abraham Lincoln. Unfortunately 
the perpetrators escaped, leaving, however, 
the evidences of their crime behind them, 
and though the cles are next 
to voting, if human ingenuity can track them 
it will be done. Somehow or other, no one ex- 
actly knows how, J. C. Power, the custodian of 
the Lincoln monument, became impressed with 
the idea that there were designs upon 
the remains, and he communicated 
his suspicions to Leonard Swett’ and 
Robert ‘Lincoln. They could hardly. believe 
that amy one, even the meanest and lowest 
scoundrel in the land, could conceive such a 
thing. However, to prevent the horse from 
getting out of the stable, they con- 
cluded to lock ‘the door—to adopt pre- 
cautions even should there be nothing in the 
feeling. Accordingly, Swett wrote Col. Stewart, 
of this eity, about two weeks ago, requesting 
him to station a guard at the monument. This 
was dome, but no one came to disturb the 
corpse. Detective Tyrrell, of the United 
States Secret Service, whose headquarters are 
in Chicago, baving business here, was 
requested by Swett and Lincoln to see Mr. 
Power, and to look around town, and watch for 
suspicious characters. He arrived here three or 
four days ago, and at once commenced a vigor- 
ous shadowing- of several of the small 
hotels, but he saw ne one 
whom de recognized. This afternoon 
Mr. Power came into town in a hurry and hunt- 
sd up Tyrrell and informed him that two very 
hard-looking cases had been out to the cemetery 
looking arbund, and he felt assured that they 
were there for no good purpose. One regis- 
tered as from Racine, and the other from 
Kenosha, Wis. Their names are suppressed, 
since they have had nothing to do with what 
occurred later. An effort will of course be made 
to find out who they are, and should they prove 
to be innocent injustice would be done them by 


telling now who they are. Mr. Power, 
not being used to detective 
work, uld give but meager 


deseriptions of them. The result of the inter- 
view with Tyrrell is unknown, but he must have 
concluded that election night was an excellent 
one in which to rob the tomb. 

This evening’s train brought from Chicago 
ex-Chief of the Secret Service Elmer Washburn, 
who, it seems, had been requested 
by Swett and Lincoln to come here and 
aid Tyrrell. About half-past 6 Washburn, 
Tyrrell, and three other men went out to Oak- 
wood and concealed themselves in Memorial 
Hall inside the monument to await develop- 
ments. One man was posted in the labyrinth in 
the rear, 80 called because of the walls running 
in different directions and making numerous 
passage-ways, these walls supporting the terrace. 
His object was to hear the noise made in 
the vault if any were made. Aiter patient- 
ly waiting for nearly three hours, and 
when about tired out from standing still, the 
utmost silence being imperative, uwe beard 
grating noise which lasted perhaps five minutes. 
Then, in a little while, came several successive 


thuds, as if some one was hammering. e 
time having arrived for action, Washburn 
and . his men slipped out of the 


door, with cocked revolyers in their hands, de- 
termined to shoot to kill if any resistance was 
made. Just as they were turning the corner to 
the left one of the men accidentally exploded- 
hts revolver. The noise was very loud, so still 


Were the surronndings, and unfortunate- 
ly it was too loud, for, though there 
were but about 120 feet to go over, 


when the officers got tothe door of the vault 
the dastardly villains were gone. They must 
have had some one watching to give them the 
signal of danger or else had come outside for a 
breath of fresh air and heard the snapping of 
the cap and ran into the woods which sur- 
rounded the monument. It is but a 
short distance, and a man could get within shel- 
ter and be unobservable in a quarter of a min- 
ute. The men at once scattered, and went in 
the direction the thieves had gone, and, while 
dodging behind the trees, two of them ex- 
changed shots, each mistaking the other 
for one of the fugitives. After shoot- 
ing. at each other, they cried ‘“ Wash,” 
“ Wash,” indicative of a friend in such an emer- 
gency, and then they found out their mistake. 
The bullets whizzed close to both, and it was 
miraculous that they escaped injury. 

No traces of the thieves being discovered, the 
party returned to the catacomb, and there 
beheld a sight which made them sad. The 
body, as is known perhaps, is inclosed 
in a lead casket. This is surrounded 
by acedar case, and the receptacle of these is 
a marble sarcophagus. The latter had a double 
lid, the upper one not being as large as the 
other. Both had been pried off with a chisel or 
an aX, and somewhat chipped in the opera- 


tion. The under lid was laid cross- 
wise on the casket, the bead-piece 
on the floor, an the upper lid 


standing against the w The casket itself 
was pulled out about a foot from@he body of 
the sarcophagus, and a small piece had been 
taken off on the floor, where an ax with the 
edge fuli of marble-dust, an ordinary chisel, 
and a pair of nippers. The other tools had evi- 
deutly been taken away since the lock on the 
iron-grated door had been sawed off. 

It should perhaps be stated that the sarco- 
phagus was in the catacomb and not in the crypt, 
being thus placed in order that visitors might 
see it. The damage done ie comparatively little. 

The officers of course were disappointed at 
not catching the vandals, but they think it is 
only a question of aligle time when they will 
be apprehended. 


Only one motive can be attributed to these 
despoilers of the grave, and that is the hope of 
& reward for the restoration of the remains. If 
they had succeeded in carrying them off, it cer- 
tainly could not have been their intention 
. vay the casket, for it must 
weigh from 300 to 600 pounds, and 
half a dozen men could not have carried it to 
the fence for transfer toa wagon in tbe road. 
It is more than likely that they intended 
to cut open the casket and gather up 
the bones and dust of the martyr 
President and put them in a bag. 
What would have been the indignation of the 
country had this been done! The scheme con- 
cocted by these men is certainly eled 
in the history of crime, and, now that there is 
evidence of minds so debased, it is certafp that 
measures will be taken to guard the movement 
and prevent future attempts. The 
facts given above did not come 
uutil early this morning, and are known ta only 
a few, otherwise the outrage would have occu- 
pied as great a share of the attention of the 
community as the election.

They 
took upon themselves to decide wha should or 
should not enter the Church, who was or was 
not worthy to appear in the presence of the 
Pope. While ae within the Basilica 
was procéeding with that perfect order I have 
described, the t corridor leading from the 
door of the Vatican, where the Swiss Guards 
stand, was the scene of no little disturbance. I 
have told you of the double test to which the 
pilgrims were subjected. No doubt among so 
many tickets to be issued to those entitled 
to be admitted it was impossible to pre- 
vent some finding their ray into the 
hands of unqualified rsons, who, having ro- 
joiced over passing the first, and, as they 
thought, only, barrier; were doubly annoyed at 
being caught ata second. But if these ejections 
were justifiable, the same cannot be said for the 
refusal to admit Spaniards furnished with the 
uisite credentials, and least of ali so distin- 
hed a personage as Count Cocllo. As I 
— informed you by telegraph, 
THE SPANISH MINISTER 
went in his simple capacity as a Spanish gentle- 
man and Catholic. I am told that at first his 
Exeelleney had no intention of going to St. Pe- 
ter’s, but when he found that tickets had been 
granted to many members of the diplomatic body 
accredited tothe Quirinal, thata number of the 
Italian nobility were to be there, that ladies of 
distinction who were neither Spaniards nor 
Catholics were going, and, in short, although 
the doors of the Basilica were to be closed, the 
occasion was to a great extent a semi-public af- 
fair, he saw no impropriety in his being present, 
as, moreover, he was furnished with some tick- 
ets for the Scala Regia entrance and some cards 
for the Sacristy, of any of which he could avail 
himself. But the privileged entrance through 
the Sacristy was understood to be reserved for 
distinguished non-Spaniards and for the diplo- 
matic corps accredited to the Holy See. In 
neither of these capacities could Count Coello 
claim to enter that way, and, though he had the 


means, the fact of his being a diplomat not a- 


credited to the Holy See was sufficient to pre- 
vent his using them. He preferred to 
GO AS A PRIVATE GENTLEMAN 
and enter with the other Spaniards. To fulfill 
that intention he determined to go on foot, un- 
attended by any servant in livery, and accompa- 
nied only by one gentleman, Senor Martinez 
della Rosa, nephew of the distinguished states- 
man who rendered so many services to the 
Church. At the door of the Scala Regia they 
were asked who they were. The Minister re- 
plied, “I am Count Coello, Minister of his 
catholic Majesty,“ and way was immediately 
made. On arriving at the entrance tothe Ves- 
tibule, and before they could present their 
tickets, one of the Carlist Joorkeepers accosted 
his Excelleney with, “You are Count Coello; 
you can’t enter here.“ And wherefore?” ask- 
ed the Minister. Tou have recognized the 
sovereignty of Victor Emmanuel and are 
UNWOKTHY TO STAND IN TUR PRESENCE OF HIS 
. HOLINESs.”’ 

The Minister drew attention to the tickets with 
which he and Signor Martinez della Rosa were 
provided, and asked by whose authority they 
were ignored, and how he, as a Spaniard, dared 
to bar the entrance to a representative of his 
Kings, properly furnished with the means of 
admission. But the Carlists would listen to no 
reason, and, when asked their names by the 
Minister, replied to the effect that it was no 
affair of his who they might be, To the credit 
of the Swiss Guard weg interfered, but without 
effect. An oflicer politely offered to accom- 
pany his Excellency to the door of the Sacristy, 
but he declined to enter by any other way than 
that through which he was entitled to pass.
